Washington, Dec. 3.—There will 


be no delay in deltjrery of steel for 
battleships Nos. 43 and 44 if the gov- 
ernment undertakes their construc- 
tion in navy yards. Bids from eleven, 
steel companies, opened today at the 
navy department all .offered to be- 
gin delivery within six months and 
complete it within two years. Prices 
show an apparent increase of 
from 


30 to 40 percent over material pur- 
chased for the battleship California 
over a year ago. • 


Secretary Daniels sought 
direct 


bids from the companies to verify 
he yard figures and also in order to 
jet the proposals in such shape that 
pending contracts could be made. 


The Carnegie Steel company ap- 


parently was the lowest bidder for 
the majority of the 
steel 
needed 


which runs into many millions oE 
pounds. 


Private bidders for the two ships 


indicated there would be delay in 
deliveries of steel and conditioned 
their proposals on this circumstance. 
All private bids were rejected as ex- 
ceeding the $7,000,000 limit of cost 
fixed by congress. All navy yard es- 
timates were well below that figure. 


It will take a careful study of the 


steel bids to show if they are similar 
to estimates supplied by the steel 
companies to the navy yards and up- 
on which the yard figures were pre- 
pared.

Complaint is made of the high 


prices 
charged 
Yet they 
always 


have to be well below the price of 
fresh goods. 
The methods of re- 


tugeration have been steadily im- 
proving, and much of the 
feeling 


against them is only prejudice. 
As 


people become accustomed to using 
these goods it should tend to start 
more competition and 
keep 
down 


prices. 
In many localities farmers 


could get better returns 
for 
them- 


selves, and serve the public, by erect- 
ing cold storage warehouses for the 
products of the district.
